Little Sierra Madre is the 
birthplace of a big idea which 
may upset all the best-laid plans 
of economists and poetical plan¬ 
ners when it comes to solving 
the postwar tax problem. 

Elmer A. Tambert, local ac¬ 
counting engineer, who specializes 
in simplified systems, has fired 
the opening gun to awaken tax¬ 
payers to start doing something 
about the ridiculous tax situation. 
He believes that concerted action 
by the people applying pressure 
on political leaders will effect re¬ 
peal of the income tax law. In 
order to give the taxpayer a tool 
with a lot of leverage he has pub¬ 
lished a booklet entitled, "How to 
Attain Freedom from Income 
Tax." Among other things he 
makes some amazing disclosures 
of the underlying intent and pur¬ 
pose of present income tax laws. 

Tambert contends that the law 
was originally designed to syphon 
off earnings of business and high 
income individuals in order to 
prevent accumulation of capital 
for expansion, thereby creating 
a market for idle capital already 
in existence. After 30 years, so 
the booklet says, the tax base 
was lowered to include wage 
earners, farmers and small busi¬ 
nessmen. Now these little people 
are carrying the tax burden and 
are definitely prevented from sav¬ 
ing any money or paying off 
mortgages. 

Accountants, tax lawyers and 
tax experts are accused of par¬ 
ticipating in a huge bunco game 
from which they make an easy 
living. He points out many al¬ 
leged discriminations between 
employees and employers in ap- 
nlication of present tax laws. He 
shows how all taxes are eventu¬ 
ally passed on to the consumer. 
Tambert claims the wage earner 
has to earn about $1.25 in order 
to have a dollar left for himself, 
while persons living off capital 
acquired prior to income tax. war 
profiteers, gamblers and thieves 
are tax-free. He contends that 
income tax is a direct tax on ; 
those persons who qfeate or pro¬ 
duce things for others to enjoy. 

Tambert also asserts that re¬ 
demption of wir bonds, together 
with payment of the huge inter¬ 
est thereon, under present income 
tax laws, is a direct lien on fu-

With few exceptions, more seeds 
of a vegetable are sown than there 
is room for plants to mature, so it 
becomes necessary to thin out the 
excess plants, to give room for the 
rest to develop fully. 

When this is neglected, and too 
many plants are left, the harvest is 
lessened rather than increased, and 
the quality of the crop may be se¬ 
riously affected. However you may 
dislike uprooting tiny plants which 
grew from seed which you sowed, 
it must be done. 

Sowing thinly in the first place 
will greatly lessen the work of thin¬ 
ning, and also save seed. To make 
sure the seeds grow evenly, if your 
garden soil contains much clay, 
prepare a special lot of soil in which 
sand and humus are mixed freely 
to make it light and porous; and 
cover the seeds with this, instead 
of with the heavy garden soil. In 
sandy, or light loamy soil this will 
not be necessary. 

When beets and carrots are 
sown thinly, thinning may be left 
until some are large enough to use. 

It is the half-grown carrots that 
are most delicious, and the growth 
is so much more in length than in 
the diameter of the root that the 
thinning process does not disturb 
the others so much. 

Turnips must be thinned before 
they begin to form. The early tur¬ 
nips are round and flat. They do 
not grow well if crowded. If thin¬ 
ning is postponed until the roots 
begin to form the growth of all is 
checked and the ravages of worms, 
which are always ready to feed on 
turnips, are likely to be fatal. If 
the young plants are pulled up so 
they stand 4 inches apart in the 
row in a remarkably quick time 
they will be large enough to use. 

Beets are more easily handled 
than turnips when they are a little 
larger, and one should not fail to 
try a dish of beet tops with the tiny 
roots just beginning to form. It is 
a delicious introduction to the gar¬ 
den menu. The beets which are left 
in the ground should be spaced 2 
inches apart.

Thin Lettuce Plants to Stand One 
Inch Apart, at First. 


Salsify, parsnips and chicory, 
which are to remain in the ground 
all season, should be thinned early 
to 3 or 4 inches apart in the row. If 
your soil is rich the smaller inter¬ 
val will do, but if it is not, then give 
more room. 

Bush lima beans will never de¬ 
velop properly if crowded. A foot 
and a half to 2 feet should be given 
to each plant for best results. Bush 
beans, green pod and wax, should 
have 3 or 4 inches, depending on 
the richness of the soil. Peas are 
not usually thinned but should be 
planted with plenty of room to 
grow. 

Radishes are usually thinned by 
using them. This always results in 
a lot of imperfect specimens which 
must be thrown away. It is a good 
plan to thin the seedlings when they 
first appear. 

Leaf lettuce should be thinned, 
when growth begins, to about one 
inch between plants. A* lettuce is 
usually planted, this means dis¬ 
carding the big majority of the 
seedlings. Those remaining will de¬ 
velop rapidly, however, and soon 
will be large enough for some to 
be used. Pull up alternate plants 
for this use.

The 668 Southern California 
plants authorized to start civilian 
production during reconversion’s 
"guinea pig" stage, have been 
given free rein to expand their 
output as soon as they can locate 
needed material. 

As a result, the $69,450,278 
worth of civilian goods set as 
their 1945 production goal may 
be greatly exceeded, although 
easing of the chief bottleneck, the 
shortage of sheet steel, is not ex¬ 
pected before October. 

The spot authorization plan, 
launched last September, served 
to by-pass wartime limitation or¬ 
ders which otherwise forbade 
manufacture of thousands of civil¬ 
ian items. Under its sponsorship, 
manufacturers were allowed to 
introduce their postwar lines on 
a limited scale as their war con¬ 
tracts tapered off. Nearly 200 
of the 600-odd WPB limitation 
orders have been revoked. 

This arrangement. Dreves said, 
prevented wholesale layoffs and 
cushioned financial shock to many 
Southland small businesses which 
otherwise would have to close 
down.

I saw 
a young man suddenly rise from 
a bench where a girl was seated, 
rush over to an approaching 
gendarme, to whom I heard him 
complaining loudlv about, a sum 
of money. The police officer evi¬ 
dently encouraged him in his at¬ 
titude, for he went back to the 
girl and began to argue with 
more vehemence. Suddenly she 
attacked him with both hands 
calling him vile names, and a 
moment later he struck her a 
blow that knocked off her hat. 
Picking it up she turned and hur¬ 
ried away, stuffing something 
into her handbag, with an air of 
having won the battle of the 
francs. 

Yes. a day and an evening in 
Marseilles had provided enough 
facets of life to furnish the basis 
of a small book on sociology. 
Sometime later, when I rend j 
Bruno Frank’s fascinating novel ' 
of political intrigue between 
French, Italian, and German en¬ 
voys. “The Persians are Coming,” 
I was interested to note that the 
tragic climax of the story occurs 
at Marseilles, when the German 
envoy is set upon, robbed and 
stabbed to death on a brief ex¬ 
cursion into the district I had 
visited that evening—just before 
he was to have boarded his 
steamer for home. However, I 
have never lost faith In the advice 
which a great traveler gave John 
Milton when the young poet was 
about to set out from England 
upon his first tour of the Conti¬ 
nent. “Remember,” said his 
friend, “that open countenance 
and closed mouth go safely 
around the world.”

Perhaps it was with a fool’s 
courage that I went as a slum¬ 
ming party of one that evening 
into the center of the waterfront 
district. No, it was not “nice” ... 
up some of the darkest streets 
and the filthiest streets one could 
Imagine, even in a melodrama, 
where an occasional dim street, 
lamp threw into relief piles of 
garbage ankle-high, thrown into 
the street to be picked up tomor¬ 
row morning—or the next. Mean¬ 
while, human creatures In filthv 
rags poked about among that 
cast-off refuse for what seemed 
of value to them . . . The bordels 
for which the section is notorious 
made their presence known bv 
open doorways from which aged 
hags like harpies rushed out to 
waylay the passer-by, first with 
urgent entreaties, then with near 
violence . . . Sinister male fig¬ 
ures in mufflers and pulled-down 
caps slithered past in the shadows 
or entered dimly lighted hall¬ 
ways ... It was downright re¬ 
assuring to see a pair of gend¬ 
armes apparently loafing at the 
next comer!
